Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 963. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General's  estimate  the  population  has 
remained  the  same. 


The  birtn  rate  ( 1 6.8)  is  lower  than  last  year  (18.3)  and  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  ’ ales  (18.2) 

The  death  rate  (10.3)  is  lower  than  last  year  (15.4)  and  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales  (12.2) 

Again  as  for  many  years  past  the  chief  causes  of  dea.th  were  in  diseases 
associated  i/ith  elderly  people. 


I am  pleased  that  the  number  of  children  receiving  immunisation  against 
".hooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  remains  high. 

There  were  16  cases  of  infectious  disease  of  which  12  were  Measles  and  4 
Whooping  Cough. 

No  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year. 


There  has  been  further  damage  to  Council  water  mains,  sewers  and 
houses  due  to  mining  subsidence. 


Efforts  have  been  me.de  to  maintain  satisf ac to ry  effluents  from  the 
three  sewage  disposal  works  in  the  district. 

No  actua.1  start  was  made  in  1963  on  the  plans  for  joint  sewage  works  with 
the  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  Rural  District  Council  and  the  Ashby-de-la-Zo$Gh  Urban 
fiistrict  Council. 

4 houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  5 were  under 
construction  by  private  enterprise  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  waiting  for  Council  Houses  is  61  and  the 
number  of  fresh  applications  received  during  the  year  was  17. 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  shops  and  canteens  in  the  district  is  most 
satisfactory. 

Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  implementing  of  the  Pood 
Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1961. 
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It  is  a pleasure  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman, 
Members  and  Officers  of  the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the 
County  Council  and  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  locality  for  their 
help  and  co-operation* 

In  particular,  I would  like  to  thank  Mr,  H.H.  Ford  Surveyor  and 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  successor  Mr,  W.  A.  Stocker  for  valuable 
assistance  throughout  the  year.

The  water  supply  to  the  whole  of  the  district  was  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity. 

Much  time  and  trouble  was  again  necessitated  in  the  location  and  repair 
of  fractured  mains.  Generally  speaking,  prompt  attention  ensured  that  supplies 
were  disrupted  for  as  short  a time  as  possible.  The  formation  of  the  North 
Y/est  Leicestershire  Eater  Board  is  now  expected  during  1 9&5. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Efforts  have  been  made  to  maintain  satisfactory  effluents  from 
all  three  sewage  disposal  works. 

It  is  expected  that  further  mining  subsidence  will  shortly  necessitate 
the  main  sewage  works  in  Donisthorpe  Lane  being  abandoned. 

The  Council’s  Consultant  Engineers  are  at  present  exploring  the 
possibility  of  treating  sewage  from  the  lower  regions  of  the  district  at  a 
joint  works  with  the  Ashby  Rural  District  Council  at  Donisthorpe. 

It  has  been  recommended  that  all  sewage  from  the  proposed  development 
at  Norris  Hill,  together  with  that  from  existing  properties  north  east  of 
Ivloira  Station  be  diverted  to  the  Blackfordby  outfall  sewer  for  eventual 
treatment  at  the  Ashby  Urban  District  Council’s  sewage  works  at  Packington.
